Never was a better example 
of tit for tat witnessed. The coolie, however, 
did not take his blow with the same blandness 
as the clerk had done, and, by the expression 
of his face, and the sound of the Janguage he 
used, he appeased to be indulging in some’ of 
the choicest swear-words in his vocabulary.

Taylor, The 
names of these gentlemen carry an coormous 
weight in a community like that of Shanghai, 
but somehow figures will tell in the end, and it
